Let us try to picture a Soviet 
mother sending little seventh- 
grade Ivan or Tamara off to 

Tee, school. 

She, too, would 
be worried 
whether they had 
done all their 
home work. And 
her concern 
would be very 
real indeed. If 
little Ivan and 
litle Tamara 
have not done 
their home work mama and papa 
will be called up on the dreaded 
official carpet and severely criti- 
cized and ordered not to fail 
thereafter . .. or else be pun- 
ished. 

And what is a typical seventh- 
grade program for seventh-grade 
Soviet pupils? The eye-opening 
official answer is at hand. 

The United States Office of Edu- 
cation has just published the re- 
sults of a two-year study of So- 
viet education. It confirms find- 
ings of private U.S. school per- 
sons who have visited schools 
in Russia. 

Here is the official answer as 
to what subjects are required in 
the seventh grade. Mathematics, 
including algebra and geometry; 
elementary physics and chemis- 
try; zoology, the anatomy and 
physiology of man; history; geog- 
raphy, a study of the Russian 
language and literature; a foreign 
language; technical drawing, prac- 
tical shop work, a vocational agri- 
cultural subject and hygiene are 
all covered in the seventh grade. 


10-Year Schedule 


The primary-secondary educa- 
tional program in the Soviet Un- 
jon, says the United States Of- 
fice of Education study, is a 10- 
year schedule compared to our 12. 
In the Soviet Union, elementary 
algebra and geometry begin in 
the sixth grade. Trigonometry 
and an introduction to calculus 
start in the ninth grade. Natural 
and social science, for example, 
begin in the fourth grade. With 
us it is, if taught at all, a ninth- 
grade subject. 

High school graduates in the 
Soviet Union have, without ex- 
ception, had five years of physics 
and biology, four years of chem- 
istry and one year of astronomy. 
He also has had 10 years of math, 
with algebra and geometry in all 
four years of what is equivalent 
to our high school. 

The U.S. office said flatly that 
the Soviet high school graduate 
is better educated in academic 
subjects at the ehd of 10 years 
than the American graduate after 
twelve. 

In the United States fewer than 
one-third of the high school grad- 
uates have taken even one year 
of chemistry. Only about one- 
fourth have had a year of physics 
while perhaps one-seventh have 
taken advanced mathematics, al- 
gebra and geometry. 

All Soviet high school graduates 


have had four years of a foreign | 


language. 


Lion’s Share 

“Although all phases of educa- 
cation are supported in the Soviet 
Union,” says the U.S. report, “‘the 
lion’s share is reserved for the 
sciences. The scientists, engi- 
neers and technicians are the 
elite. . . . Boys and girls, through 
subsistence grants and subsidies, 
are encouraged to go into tech- 
nical fields. .. .” 

Now, let it be understood that 
no one is suggesting that this 
country should imitate the Soviet 
system. It has several faults.

SEATTLE, Nov. 14 (#—A grim- 
ly urgent emergency plan was de- 
vised by city engineers today to 
build a bypass sewer line around 
Seattle’s “Black Hole of Raven- 
na’’—a yawning crater inching re- 
lentlessly toward nearly a dozen 
North End homes. 

“We've got to get a line around 
that hole or we may lose a whole 
neighborhood,” said James J. 
Robertson, assistant city engineer. 


75 EVACUATED 


Seventy - five residents were 
evacuated before dawn as the 
cave-in, caused by a break in the 
city’s largest trunk sewer, doubled 
in size overnight. 

By midday, the hole was 200 feet 
long, 120 feet wide and 60 feet 
deep, and had engulfed nearly an 
entire block of Ravenna Boulevard 
in a district of $15.000 to $20,000 
homes. 

The crumbling rim had reached 
the front steps of one house. At 
least eight others were endan- 


gered. All may be swallowed up. |;

A number of homes some dis- 
tance below the cave-in had base- 
ments flooded. 

A large fleet of trucks and pow- 
er shovels swung into action in 
the cave-in area, but the task ad- 
mittedly was almost overwhelm- 
ing.

President Eisenhower is expect- 
ed to issue an executive order 
soon that would give Dillon super- 
visory authority over programs 
now administered by several 
agencies. 

As a kind of chief of staff for 
foreign economic affairs, Dillon 
will coordinate military aid and 
defense support programs, techni- 
cal assistance, the new develop- 
ment loan: fund, local currency 
loans from the sale of American 
farm surpluses and export-import 
bank loans. 


CROSS PURPOSES 


Behind the decision to central- 
ize the authority for these pro- 
grams has been the growing real- 
ization that they have often oper- 
ated at cross purposes to the 
detriment of an effective foreign 
policy. 

Thus, the administration has a 
two-fold purpose in setting up an 
office to coordinate the foreign 
aid programs. 

First, it hopes that with the 
various aid programs tied to- 
gether, it will be able to present 
to congress a “more attractive 
package”’ when it defends its ap- 
propriation request. 

COLD WAR 


Second, it believes that coordi- 
nation will make foreign aid a 
more effective handmaiden of for- 
eign policy in the cold war.

The essential difference between the 
American concept and that of the Rus- 
sians is that the college of arts and 
sciences offering the humanities has an 
integral place in our professional educa- 
tion. That we lag behind the Soviets in 
scientific advances in the satellite field, 
and in science teaching in general, is ex- 
plained by one single factor. The Russians 
have supported that phase of education 
with all necessary money and personal 
incentives. Our method is still superior. 
Our support, to date, has been inferior. 

Emory, with professional schools and 
a splendid College of Arts and Sciences, 
may be expected to provide leadership 
for the region and the nation in the years 
ahead. Her ability to do that will depend 
on financial support. 

Dr. Martin has the confidence, respect 
and admiration of us all. We salute him, 
Emory and the future with confidence.

Sacrifices Are in Order 


For National Survival 


In-a recent speech in which he pleaded 
for strengthening the nation’s armed 
forces, Bernard Baruch chided his fellow 
Americans by saying that if this country 
ever crashes it will be “in a two-toned 
convertible.” 

President Eisenhower now has got 
around to saying about the same thing. 
Wednesday night he told the nation it 
must make up its mind to face higher de- 
fense costs with more unbalanced budgets 
or tighten its belt on nondefense spend- 
ing. More unbalanced budgets, he intimat- 
ed, would mean raising the national debt. 

Those who hopefully have been sug- 
gesting the defense budget could be 
squeezed enough to gain more money for 
missiles without increased spending have 
been misleading themselves and the coun- 
try. The President himself and former 
Secretary of Defense Wilson both have 
been guilty of encouraging such a belief. 

Drastic cuts in research and develop- 
ment programs, in manpower and equip- 
ment again have proved to be a dangerous 
gamble. Several billion dollars in addi- 
tional funds for missiles development is 
imperative. And unless the country wants 
to be prepared for nothing except a nu- 
clear war, more funds will be necessary 
to maintain the services at a minimum 
manpower level. 

The Communists are challenging us 
on every front—militarily, economically 
and in education. Through economic sub- 
version under the guise of foreign aid, 
they seek to win Asia and Africa. The 
challenges must be met. Survival is the 
point at issue. 

Surely the country will do whatever 
is necessary and make whatever sacri- 
fices required for our very survival. Ev- 
ery economy possible in no defense items 
must be found by the administration and 
Congress. Better business methods through 
adoption of additional Hoover Commission 
recommendations are essential. 

The people must be willing to forego 
those programs and pork barrel projects 
not essential to the defense posture. 
Surely a bit of austerity and concentrated 
labor for security are essentials of the 
times.

Most of us know the burden of being in debt. 


I used to trade with a grocer who kept his ac- | 
counts in a big book. I would pay him as I could ee 

and he would mark “paid” by certain items but the trouble was I 
had to keep on eating. So I would charge other things and it was 
hard ever to get the page completely paid off. 


As children we got the idea that 
God kept a list of our sins in a 
big book. Each of those sins was 
like a debt we owed and would 
have to pay. Some of our sins we 
felt we could pay for by doing 
something real good. Sometimes 
when trouble or misfortune came, 
we felt God was making us pay 
in that way. But we never could 
catch up because we would do 
other things that were bad and 
they would be recorded against 
us. 

Finally we get to the place that 
we feel that we can never pay 
off our debt of sin to God. We 
feel helplessly doomed Then it is 
we remember that Jesus taught 
us to pray, “Forgive us our 
debts” (Matthew 6:12). Will God 
answer that prayer? Can we real- 
ly feel forgiven? We can if we 
will accept six facts — not just 
in our minds but also in our 
hearts: 

(1) God wants to forgive us; 
He loves us and understands us. 
The Bible tells us, “If we con- 
fess our sins, He is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins” (1 
John 1:9). Why confess? God al- 
ready knows all about us. Confes- 
sion is our recognition that what 
we have done is wrong. It also 
means our desire to have it taken 
out of our lives and hearts.

(2) Forgiveness means that we 
are again on good terms with 
God. It does not take away the 
memory of our wrongs. Neither 
does forgiveness take away all 
the consequences of our sins. 
Some of our sins we will pay for 
until we die. But forgiveness does 
mean that a right relationship 
with God is restored. We can 
again respond to His love. His 
power and peace can flow freely 
into our hearts. 


(3) God does not expect us to 
rid ourselves of our sins. The old 
song has it right: “Just as I am— 
I come, I come.” God is not some 
tyrant who takes delight in mak- 
ing us feel condemned and who 
wants to whip us. I once had a 
school teacher who seemed to get 
real joy out of using a big leather 
strap he had. I was so afraid of 
him I never learned much in his 
class. God is not like that. He 
says, “I know what is troubling 
you.

But come and 
let me help you and together we 
will find the right way.

There 
were no takers among regular party leaders. 


Traditionally regular Southern 
party leaders, with rare excep- 
tions, have shied away from third 
parties and bolts to the Republi- 
can Party. But there now are 
other compulsions and diversions 
which bolster this attitude, even 
though the incentive is perhaps 
stronger today than at any time 
since the War Between the States. 

For one thing Southern Demo 
cratic leaders, anxious to forget 
Little Rock, of which Gov. Fau- 
bus is the symbol, now luckily 
find other issues that have 
eclipsed that in the public mind. 

These issues, notably the Rus- 
sian satellite exhibitions, require 
little tending. 

Another compulsion to keep 
down political revolt in the party 
is that the party now controls 
Congress and is responsible for 
its record, with Southerners 
dominating its leadership and be- 
ing constantly on exhibition. The 
technique now, as a means of 
giving an appearance as close as 
possible to party solidarity in 
time of crisis, is to shush voices 
of dissent such as talk about a 
third party and concentrate on 
the ready issues offered by the 
Eisenhower administration.

Nov. 14—The cigarette-cancer con- 
troversy produced a new report today, denying that 
smoking had anything to do with cancer, heart disease 
or diminished longevity. This report was promptly chal- 


lenged by the American Ca 

The report was written by Dr. 
H. B. Hang, professor of phar- 
macoclogy at the Medical College 
of Virginia, in collaboration with 
H. R. Hanmer, research director 
of the American Tobacco Co. 

Dr. Hang and Hanmer told the 
Southern Medical Assn., meeting 
at Miami Beach, that they had 
studied the smoking habits and 
mortality of about 11,000 employes 
in nine plants of the American 
Tobacco Co. during 1953-56 and 
found: 

1. A higher proportion of regu- 
lar cigaret smokers and generally 
higher rate of daily cigaret con- 
sumption than in the general pop- 
ulation. 

2. A lower overall death rate— 
$1 per cent lower. 


3. Death rates for cancer of all | 
forms, cardiovascular diseases | 


and coronary disease, were ‘‘de- 
finitely lower.” 

4. Death rates from cancer of 
the lung and other respiratory 
tract sites “‘do not differ from 
those in the general population.” 

The Hang-Hanmer report came 
up with the conclusion that 
“cigaret smoking is not neces- 
sarily or invariably associated 
with higher risk of lung cancer or 
cardiovascular diseases or wi 
diminished longevity.” 

This finding was disputed by 
Dr. E. Cuhler Hammond, director 
of the statistical research section 
of the American Cancer Society. 

Dr. Hammond said: “There is 


neer Society. 


nothing in this report which con- 
tradicts the conclusion from many 
previous studies. that cigaret 
smoking is a causative factor in 
lung cancer. ; 
“Actually, it contains extreme- 
ly little information beraing on 
the subject. Just four deaths were 


attributed to the disease (lung 
cancer). It is not stated whether 
these four people were smokers 
or non-smokers, males or females, 
or if the diagnosis was confirmed. 
In any event firm conclusions 
cannot be founded on just four 
deaths.”” 


Dr. Hammond was referreing 
to a table in the report showing 
241 deaths from all causes among

_pared with 350 deaths that would 
‘have been expected if employe 
mortality rates were the same as 
the national rates. The table listed 
| 47 “‘observed”’ deaths from cancer 
‘of all forms as against an “‘ex- 
| pected” rate of 61. For cancer

This policy, announced today by 
the lord chamberlain, will be 
interpreted as part of the cautious 
self-democratization of the royal 
family, reportedly influenced by 
Prince Philip. 

A palace source said the 
Queen's decision to end the pre- 
sentation parties followed three 
years’ consideration of the whole 
pattern of official entertaining. 
She was reluctant to abolish them 
because the number of applica- 
tions for presentation each year 
indicated the parties were ‘“‘ex- 
tremely welcome,” the source 
said. 

Each year about 800 British 
debutantes and a dozen Americans 
were presented at the two parties, 
which open the London social 
“season.”

Georgia Gets 
$1,742,567 
U.S. Surplus 


Constitution Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 — Sur- 
plus federal property valued at 
$1,742,567 was made available to 
the State of Georgia for educa- 
tional, public health and civil de- 
fense purposes during July, Au- 
gust and September of this year. 


This was disclosed by Marion 
B. Folsom, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, as he an- 
nounced his department made 
$67,189,050 worth of surplus prop- 
erty available to all of the states. 

Of the national total, real prop- 
erty accounted for $1,415,614 and 
personal property $65,773,436. All 
of the surplus made available to 
Georgia fell in the personal prop- 
erty category. 

The property transferred to the 
states includes such items as 
school and hospital building sites; 
buildings suitable for college dor- 
mitory or faculty housing; motor 
vehicles, hospital, school and of- 
fice furniture; hand and machine 
tools, motion picture projectors; 
laboratory equipment, and school 
and office supplies. 

Such items no longer needed by 
the federal government are dis- 
tributed under provisions of a 
1949 law.

Health Council Hits 
Barriers to Women 


By MARY PRIME 
NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (®@—Men must drop their 
barriers against women in medicine to help win the 


technology 
Health Council. 

Between 50 and 75 per cent 
of doctors in the Seviet Union 
reportedly are women. There 
are 200,000 doctors in the 
United States, yet only about 
12,000, or close to 6% per cent, 
are women. 

Why the difference? The 
council, which recently set up 
a commission on health ca- 
reers to study the shortage, 
offered this partial explanation: 

“The medical field has set 
up limitations against women. 
There are 156 professions tech- 
nically open to women in the 
health field, but men make a 
woman's life difficult in some 
of these. Women lose interest, 
and that creates a terrific 
shortage in the entire field,” 


said Evelyn Kulik, a council 
official. 


WOMEN BARRED 
“Women are barred because 
of age, marriage and time 


spent out of their field,’ she 
said. 


“One 30-year-old woman 


wasn't allowed into a nursing 


school because she was ‘too 
old.” Yet studies show that older 
persons generally do better than 
freshmen just out of high 
school. Other schools or con- 
cerns won't take married wom- 
en. Widows are turned away 
because they did not pursue a 
career before marriage or be- 


race with Russia, 


cause they retired to raise a 
family,”” said Miss Kulik. 

Another explanation came 
from Dr. Henry David, head of 
the National Manpower Coun- 
cil at Columbia University. 

“During World War II, Rus- 
sian women went into medi- 
cine or allied fields to replace 
men in service. Russia also 
pushes women into medicine so 
men can go into other sciences. 
DOCTORS PROTECTED 

“In the United States, doc- 
tors and medical students were 
heavily protected from _ the 
draft. Students were allowed to 
finish school, then did their 
advanced work in service. Doc- 
tors continued practices in the 
armed forces. 

“We emphasize related fields 
for women. Medicine itself is 
still a man’s field. A woman 
has to be awfully determined, 
with tremendous push and am- 
bition, to go through with a 
career as a doctor. 

“A lot of barriers have gone 
down, and I don’t think new 
ones will go up. But you 
still find discrimination against 
women in internships and resi- 
dences,” said David. 

Women also are to blame, 
the experts agreed. It’s diffi- 
cult to combine medicine and 
family life, and a medical ca- 
reer takes years of study and 
lots of money. So we're dis- 
couraged before we start.

A child has ne interests beyond 
itself and the small circle that 
its eyes encompass. 


But a mature person has a gen- 
uine and deep interest in people 
and in the great wide world with 
its magnificeft variety of fasci- 
nating subjegts 

Such an interest in things and 
people will add greatly to any 
woman’s personal enjoyment in 
life. It will also help her immeas- 
urably in dealing with other peo- 
ple, esp¢cially in enriching the 
lives of the members of her im- 
mediate family. 


An interest in other people 
comes more naturally to a wo- 
man than to a man because of 
the human sympathies in the role 
of motherhood. But many women 
are woefully lacking in an inter- 
est in other things—‘‘things”’ be- 
ing a term to include the subject 
mattet of the great wide world. 
This type of interest in things is 
acquired more readily by men 
than by women, because of their 
role in business and political af- 
fairs and in the workaday world. 


MORE THAN HOBBY 


This maturity, then, is really an 
interest-capacity. It is more than 
just having a hobby, although a 
hobby may very well be a part 
of it. It is an interest in what is 
os on in one’s world, and par- 
icipating in it, as much as one’s 
time will allow, in a knowledge- 
able and perhaps in an active 
way. 

It is an interest in the world of 
both nature and people, and even 
though one cannot find the time 
to pursue anything very exten- 
sively, yet the interest- -capacity 
for it is there. 

One important reason why a 
woman needs the perspective of 
wide interests is because she

Any person who has never de- 
veloped an interest-capacity leads 
a dull, colorless, bored life. And 
when a man and a woman, both 
without an interest, marry, their 
life together will be twice as 
dull as if they had lived alone. 

Their lives together have no di- 
rection. Their leisure time is en- 
tirely lacking in value and be- 
comes a source of petty irrita- 
tions and gross trouble. There 
are a tremendous number of rud- 
derless couples like this in the 
United States. 

It is a grave error to think that 
a person who has no interests be- 
fore marriage will develop inter- 
ests after marriage. 

Nor should a woman expect a 
husband to develop her interests 
after marriage. Most men are 
immature in their flexibility and 
adaptability and have a poorly 
developed degree of enlightened 
selfishness. It is most often the 
wife who relinquishes her inter- 
ests and takes up those of the 
husband. 

The marriage of two people 
with different interests is less 
likely to end in trouble than the 
marriage of two people with no | 
interests. At least they each have | 
something to take up their spare | 
time and to occupy their minds. | 
TOLERANCE NEEDED | 

If each of them have separate | 
and distinct interests, they can get 
along very well, if each will sim-

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Cold Nose, Frosty Toes 
Tell Cranberry Story

The story of the oldest fruit in America is a typical American suc- 
_ cess story, dating back to the days when it captivated the Colonists. Even 
before that and long before Columbus discovered America, wild cran- 
berries grew for the Indians in the bogs and marshes where cultivated 
ones grow now. 


Picture young Indian maidens of Massachusetts and New Jersey 
picking the crimson berries as the cold north wind began to blow across 
the plains. Since the berries do not ripen until September the winter fruit 
possibly brought many a cold nose and frost-bitten toe. 


These Indian maidens took their prizes and cooked them along with 
deer meat to make a substance called “pemmican.” The red men called 
their red berries “i-bimi,’”’ which means sour berry, but the name didn’t 
stick when the white men invaded. The first American name for the fruit 
was “craneberry” because the blossoms, topping slim and curved stems, 
somewhat resembled the head and neck of a crane. ° 


Long before nutritionists proved that the cranberry contains a 
wholesome mingling of minerals and vitamins, the skippers of North 
American clipper ships found that it scared off scurvy. They always kept 
raw cranberries in casks on deck for their sailors to munch on. 


Pilgrim women learned from the Indian how to use the berries 
which crimsoned the lowlands of the old Plymouth colony. The shame is 
that we today do not have all the recipes that were in use years ago. 
Many of these Indian and Colonial dishes died with them, but we have 
salvaged some of the precious gems from the years gone by. 

Throughout the years, this native and traditional fruit has been 
served on American tables, and in famous eating places in our land, The 
versatility is more and more realized by cooks who are constantly find- 
ing new ways to capitalize on its tart-sweetness. They have discovered 
that it is just as intriguing an accompaniment to ham and other meats 
as it is for the traditional turkey.

'Potatoes 
‘Flaired 
Differently 


ra Queen of the dinner plate for 
Vaoliday meals is fluffy, flavor- 
“some, light-as-a-cloud mashed 
spotatoes, regal enough» without 
Akdornment but glamorous in- 
wdeed when cloaked with imag- 
YJnation. But do be careful that 
‘the mashed potatoes don't top- 
ple from the throne. 


Here’s how to have perfect 
mashed potatoes every time. 

Start with a really good po- 
tato. Choose a variety which 
will cook mealy and dry, and 
will whip to a fluff. “Idahos,” 
world-famed for baking, will do 
just that. And the same quali- 
ties which make them perfect 
as “bakers” make them excel- 
lent for boiling, mashing, frying, 
scalloping—any style you've a 
mind to use. 

Preparation: Allow one large 
(about 5 inches long) potato for 
each person. Pare as thinly as 
possible, for a lot of goodness 
lies under the skin. Cut in uni- 

“form pieces. Do not allow to 
stand over-long in water, for 
this takes from the precious nu- 
trients. Place potatoes in a 
kettle with salted cold water one 
inch up on sides of the pan. It 
is better to use a wide, shallow 
pan, rather than one with deep 
sides and small in diameter, in 
order to have uniform done- 
ness. Cover tightly. Bring water 
to the boiling point quickly. Re- 
duce heat so that the potatoes 
will steam until fork-tender. 
Time will depend upon size of 
pieces. 

Mashing: Drain off the potato 
water, saving it to use in gravy, 
soups, stews. Shake kettle over 
low heat until the potatoes are 
dry. Mash well, or put the po- 
tatoes through a ricer or food 
mill, or whip in an electric 
mixer. All lamps must be out 
now or they'll never be. Allow 
1 tablespoon of butter for each 
potato, melted in enough hot 
milk or light cream to make the 
potatoes of the desired con- 
sistency, usually about % cup 
to one good-sized potato. Whip 
into the potatoes, adding salt 
and pepper to taste. 

To serve: When the potatoes 
are fluffy, serve at once in a

The fall means many things 
to mother and one of them is 
the daily packing of nourishing 
lunches for the back-to-school 
crowd. 

If this looms as a chore and 
one which taxes ingenuity, then 
here are some tips to make the 


| job easier and the lunches tas- 


tier. They come from home 
economists who have discovered 
that interesting combinations 
plus a touch of mustard, mus- 
tard butter or mustard mayon- 
naise can add the zip which 
will put sandwiches in a spe- 
cial class. 


Mustard accents the flavors 
of meat, eggs, cheese or fish, 
all good muscle-building foods 
for school lunches. 

To make mustard butter, add 
1% cup of prepared mustard to 
4% cup of butter or margarine 
and mix until well blended. For 
mustard mayonnaise, mix 2 ta- 
blespoons of mustard with % 
cup of mayonnaise, blend thor- 
oughly and chill. 

Make these spreads up in ad- 
vance and store in the refriger- 
ator so they will be handy 
when sandwich making time 
comes around. 

How good are the lunches? 
Ask these questions: Do you 
vary the breads? Plan a good 
nutritious filling? Add vegeta- 
bles — lettuce, celery, carrot 
sticks or tomatoes—and raw, 
cooked or dried fruit? How 
about beverages? Try hot soup 
in the thermos occasionally as 
an interesting change of pace. 
and, of course, cookies, cake 
or candy for the finishing touch. 

For added convenience, make 


up sandwiches once a week and 
keep them in the home freezer 
or freezing compartment of the 
refrigerator. Here‘s how: 


Spread bread with softened 
butter or margarine to keep the 
filling from soaking into the 
bread. Avoid mayonnaise, or 
dressings which will soak in. 

Fill sandwiches with meat, 
cheese, fish, peanut butter, 
chicken or chopped eggs com- 
binations. Leave out lettuce, 
celery, carrots and other in- 
gredients which will lose fresh- 
ness when frozen. 

Wrap sandwiches well in 
moisture or vapor proof ma- 
terial. If you pack more than 
one kind, label them. Place 
sandwiches together in a box, 
if using a freezer or put them 
in the ice cube tray of the 
refrigerator. Pack lunch sand-

A spade 
lead would have defeated the con- 
tract. “There was no way I 
could tell you, partner,” was 
East’s comment. “I had no chance 
to signal.” 

But there was a way. The lead- 
directing convention provides that 
when a defender makes an un- 
natural play, which is obviously 
not a normal signal, it should be 
interpreted as indicating which of 
the remaining suits he desires led. 

An unnecessarily high card 
(which is obviously not a come-on 
signal) calls for hte higher rank- 
ing suit. On the first diamond 
play East should have dropped 
the jack of diamonds. This is ob- 
viously not a signal to continue 
diamonds. It must, therefore, be 
interpreted as a message to part-

The great Georgia bowl teams weren’t manned 
by Southerners. And when Georgia stopped importing talent, 
the Bulldogs hit the skids in the standings. 

I’m sure that Wallace Butts misses assistants like J. B. Whit- 
worth, J. V. Sikes and Ralph Jordan. However, I’m inclined to be- 
lieve that he misses backs such as Frank Sinkwich, Charley Trippi, 
Johnny Rauch and Joe Geri and linemen such as George Poschner, 
Clyde Ehrhardt and Bill Godwin far more. 

There are two reasons why the Bulldogs turned to home grown 
talent.

AARON NAMED NATIONAL LOOP’S MVP 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (®—Henry (Hank) Aaron, 
who threw all of Wisconsin into delirious joy with 
his pennant-clinching home run for the Milwaukee 
Braves last Sept. 22, was voted the National 
League’s most valuable player of 1957 today. 


The 23-year-old outfielder, 20th member of a 
championship team to be honored in the 27 elec- 
tions since 1931, won the Baseball Writers’ Asso- 
ciation of America award after one of the closest 
vote races in histroy. In a point-by-point struggle 
right down to the last of the 24 ballots, Aaron beat 
out Stan Musial, the St. Louis Cardinals’ great 
star, by only nine points. Red Schoendienst, 
Aaron’s brilliant Brave teammate, finished third, 
only 18 points behind. 


Aaron, who shared with Musial the honor of 
being named on every ballot, received 239 points 
to 230 for Musial and 221 for Schoendienst. Willie 
Mays, sometimes referred te as the Giants’ “‘one- 
man team,” finished fourth with 174 points, and 
southpaw Warren Spahn, still another Brave, 
placed fifth with 131 points. 


The power-hitting youngster from Mobile, Ala., 
drew nine first-place votes to eight for Schoen- 
dienst, five for Musial, and one each for Mays 
and Spahn. None of the remaining 21 players 
given recognition received a first-place vote. In 
fact, only Philadelphia right-hander Jack Sanford, 
who ranked 10th, was rated higher than fourth.

By Bentley

State Sen. Fred D. Bentley Sr. 
declared Thursday that Georgia 
will have a “rubber stamp” Leg- 
islature until present laws giv- 
ing the governor control of state 
purse strings are changed. 


Bentley said present budget 
laws “give the governor of Geor- 
gia greater power than any other 
governor in the United States 
over the action of the Legisla- 
ture.” 


“He has more practical power 
than any other governor in the 
United States, primarily because 
of his control over the purse 
strings,”’ Bentley said. 


SPONSORS BILL 


Bentley, sponsor of legislation 
designed to curb some of the 
governor’s fiscal powers, spoke at 
a statewide workshop meeting 
of the ‘League of Women Voters 
which is studying the budget sys- 
tem. 

“Unless we break the gover- 
nor’s control over the purse 
strings and put it back in the 
hands of the Legislature where 
it belongs, we are going to have 
rubber stamp legislators,”” Bent- 
ley said. 

Under the present system, he 
continued, members of the Leg- | 
islature must go along with the | 
governor's wishes “in order not. 
to hurt their counties.” 


CALLS FOR REPEAL 


Bentley also called for repeal | 
of a 1952 constitutional amend- | 


ment that earmarks all gasoline 
and tag tax revenue for highway 
rposes. 

He said the state government 
has been forced to ‘“‘circumvent” 
the intent of this constitutional 
provision in order to keep from 
giving money now going for edu- 
cation to the Highway Depart- 
ment. 

Bentley said his bill, which 
would give the Legislature an 
“advisory” voice over the draft- 
ing of appropriations bills, was 
only a ‘“‘first step” 
fiscal control to the Legislature.

ing items before voting on them. 

Under the present system, he 
said the General Assembly does 
not have time or facilities to find 
out “‘what your tax dollars are 
being spent for.”’

Georgia Editor Warns 


BENNINGTON, Vt., Nov. 14 (?—A newspaperman 
from segregated Georgia proposed a solution to the 
thorny racial integration problem tonight in this New 


England college town. 


Editor Joe Parham of the| 
Macon, Ga. News observed first | 


that Vice President Nixon him- 
self had been unable to suggest a 
solution when asked about white 
children being forced to go to a 
school where they were outnum- 
bered by Negroes four to one. 

But, Parham continued, white 
Southerners have a solution, even 
if the vice president does not. 

“It is,” he said, “to desegre- 
gate only when a community is 
ready to accept desegregation | 
willingly and is not intimidated | 
into it by a federal court order 
or a soldier’s rifle.’ 

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery at Bennington College, the 
Georgian warned of dire results 
from use of force to disrupt South- 
ern social patterns established 
over many generations. 

In an effort to gain a New 
England understanding of the 
South’s problem, Parham pointed
